In 
one state, Nebraska, the vote was 
tied. 
The majority in votes for the re­ 
spective candidates, in some states 
at this time, is exceedingly small, 
as the state by state tabulations 
will show.

for the widening of Rand road be­ 
tween Arlington and Dundee roads.

In addition to the above material 
there w’ere 125 carloads of cement 
needed for the job.

Unbe­ 
known to him the truck was in gear 
and while he was in front cranking 
it started, knocking him down and 
rolling him over several times.

This condition develop­ 
ed into pneumonia from which he 
w’as unable to recover. 
Born in Schaumburg, Mr. Botter­ 
man spent his early days there,

Such voters can 
register at the Chicago city hall 
until Oct. 6, or they can register 
at

places 
Sept. 19 and October 6. 
Voters in all other communities 
in Cook county and throughout Du- 
Page county, will have the oppor­ 
tunity to register anew at the poll­ 
ing place of which precinct they 
reside, upon either Sept. 19 or Oc­ 
tober 6. 
People who will become of voting 
age after these registration days 
and prior to election day, will have 
the right to register even if not yet share of the total being mailed.

Special Provision for 
College Students 
There are many boys attending 
college who will be eligible to vote 
this fall for the first time.
